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MURDER IS MURDER, 
OPINION OF JUDGE 
ON CLEARY VERDICT 


Poughkeepsie, N. Y., December 20.— 
Supreme Court Justice Joseph Mor- 
schauser, who presided at the trial of 
William VY. Cleary, acquitted at New 
City yesterday, of the murder of his 
son-in-law, S. M. Newman, said in a 
Staternent today that the verdict did 
not accord with his views.

“I believe sympathy played a 
great part in the case, although I 
warned the jury in reference to this 
several times, and not to allow it to 
influence the verdict.” 


MRS, OWENS NOT TOLD 
OF DEATH OF HUSBAND 


Her Condition So Critical Doc- 
tors Will Not Allow Her 
to Be Informed. 


Mrs. Lucy Candler Owens, the only 
daughter of Asa G. Candler, is in such 
a critical condition at her home in 
Druid Hills that her physicians have 
forbidden members of her family in- 
forming her of the death of her hus- 
band, William D. Owens, cashier of the 
Central Bank and Trust corporation, 
Mr. Owens died at 3:30 o’clock Sunday 
morning from typhoid-pneumonia. 

Mrs. Owens is suffering from typhoid 
fever, and it is sald that her condition 
and the constant warry and strain dur- 
ing her illness is directly responsible 
for the illness which Mr. Owens suf- 
fered, and which surbsequently caused 
his death. 

Will Not Tell Wife. 

Judge John §S. Candler stated Sunday 
night that because of the critical con- 
dition of Mrs. Owens, the news of her 
husband’s death wil be kept from her 
until she is sufficiently recovered to 
stand the shock. 

The funeral ‘services will be con- 
ducted at 2:30 o’clock Monday after- 
noon from the home of Asa G. Can- 
dier, 63 Elizabeth street. Bishop War- 
ren A. Candler will officiate. Officers 
of the Central Bank and Trust corpo- 
ration will act as pallbearers. The 
body will be placed in a temporary 
resting vault. The funeral services 
will be private. 

Mr. Owens was one of the most 
prominent banking men in the south. 
He had won prominence throughout 
the country during the years he had 
been connected with the Central Dank, 
first as assistant cashier and after- 
wards as cashier. He was also well 
known in Masonic circles agd through- 
out the state. His friends were lim- 
ited only by the number of acqualint- 
ances. 

Mr. Owens was born in Nassau conn- 
ty, Florida, in 18?7@)°and™was' the Bon 
of John Owens and Martha C. Owens. 
He was educated in the common 
schools in the county in which he was 
born, and as a youth displayed remark- 
able business talent. ‘ 

Comes to Atlanta. 

At the age of 20 years he came to 
Atkanta, and shortly afterwards he 
became connected with the Candler 
bank. He became asststant cashier and 
afterwards was promoted to the place 
of cashier of the Central bank. He 
was occupying that position at the 
time of his death. 

Mr. Owens was married to Miss Lucy 
Candler, the only daughter of Asa G. 
Candler, and niece of Judge John &.,. 
Candler and Bishop Warren A. Candler. 
Two children were born to the union— 
Lucy, aged 11 years, and William D. 
Owens, Jr., aged 3 years. 

Besides his widow and children, Mr. 
Owens is survived by his mother, three 
brothers and two sisters. His mother 
was at the bedside when the end came. 
His brothers are John S. Owens, and 
Linton and Milton Owens, of Florida, 
His sisters are Mrs. D. H. Willls, of 
Tv Ty, Ga., and Mrs. Wilson Callahan, 
who lives near Jacksonville, Fla.

CROPS OF VECETABLES 
ON SOUTHERN FARMS 


Movement Given Impetus by 
War and the Success of 
Canning Clubs. 


Washington, December 20—The suc- 
cess of experiments by 33,420 mem- 
bers of girls’ garden and canning 
clubs organized in the south by the 
department of agriculture has prompt- 
ed many southern farmers to plant 
vegetables suitable for canning pur- 
poses as substitutes for cotton. This 
was characterized in a statement is- 
sued tonight by the department as an 
important step toward solution of the 
problem of reducing the cotton acre- 
age. 

The statement said: 

‘Daughters of southern farmers, 
who have been members of the de- 
partment’s garden and canning clubs, 
have been able to give their fathers 
practical demonstrations of the value 
of crop diversification during the 
present bad cotton year. The actual 
products which the girls have put 
up are proving an invaluable asset in 
many farm homes where the cotton 
crop has not brought the customary 
returns, and many farmers ahe now 
substituting whole acres of onipns and 
tomatoes in place of cotton after see- 
ing the success which the youngt wom- 
en have made with these crops.

Especially Is This True of the 
Senegalese, Many of Whom 
Have Lost Toes or Feet.

“FIRE ALARM” GARDNER. 


The renowned Foraker, of Ohio, who won 
the sobriquet of “Fire Alarm” Foraker, has, 
in Congressman Gardner, of Massachusetts, 
a successor who bids fair to give hfm cards 
and spades and beat him, hands down. It’s 
all about American military “preparedness” 
which Mr. Gardner is quite sure doesn’t 
exist. 

Whether One agrees or does not agree 
with the man’s views, one must admire his 
pertinacity and his emphatic way of stating 
things. 

He has been telling congress, Mr. Wilson 
personally, and the country in general, that 
we are shamefully unprepared for a brush 
with any respectable world power. He has 
been urging an increase in armaments and 
a reorganization of the army. 

It is evident that the United States must 
resign itself to a thorough reorganization 
of its naval and military arrangements. Such 
a reorganization would not be revolution- 
ary, nor even novel. It is what army and 
navy officers, and secretaries of both depart- 
ments, have been urging for many years. 
The more conservative of this class, like 
General Leonard Wood and General Albert 
L. Mills, are not so strong for a huge stand- 
ing army as they are for a system of 
trained civilian reserves which will not take 
men gut of productive occupations. 

So that, after all, “Gussie” Gardner, as 
some of his political foes call him, has a 
modest background for his vociferation. We 
are not going wild to the extent of applying 
lessons from the European war before that 
war is ended, nor are we going to, as 
President Wilson phrases it, turn this coun- 
try into an “armed camp.” But in the 
future we will get a little more return for 
the big sums we have silathered on the 
army and navy. 

Meanwhile, Mr. -Gardner. will continue 
banging the fire alarm and rubbing con: 
gressmen the wrong way, to the great mirth 
of editorial paragraphers and the public 
generally with a sense of humor. 


MAKE A CLEAN SWEEP. 


One of the significant features of the 
campaign for a bond issue to standardize 
the public schools is that it has served to 
bring out the latent and accumulated weak- 
nesses of the system from every viewpoint 
and create a demand for their removal. 
These weaknesses are nothing more than 
The Constitution has been emphasizing 
severally and collectively for years. But 
the summarizing of them has been effectual. 

‘This turning of the searchlight on the 
school system and its deficiencies, the re- 
sults of growth and inadequate provision 
rom the city, ought to result in'a complete 
rehabilitation and housecleaning, not a com- 
promise and makeshift arrangement as has 
been witnessed in the past. 

‘When a man has been long in arrears 
of sleep he turns in and restores his vitality 
to the last pitch of normality. That is the 
situation today with the Atlanta schools. 

They are having the benefit of a search- 
ing publicity campaign. Advantage should 
be taken of resultant public sentiment to 
remove the little as well as the big defect, 


to cut away the dead wood that has accumu- 
lated from the niggardly policy of the city. 

There is no use to do a little tinkering, 
and then, next year, have the job to per- 
form all over ,again. Make it thorough 
while we are at it. That will be true 
economy, the only economy, in the long 
run. ; 


A SHORT SESSION. 


Reports from Washington are to the 
effect that President Wilson and leaders of 
the democratic party in both house and 
senate have agreed on “speeding up” legis- 
lation and an adjournment on schedule time, 
on March 4, with no extra session. 

No better program could be outlined for 
the welfare of the democratic’ party, no 
less than that of the nation. 

If there ever was’a country that has 
staggered under the malady of legislative 
indigestion, it is America. Almost contin- 
uously for ten years congress has been in 
session, grinding out laws that, where they 
did not put business on the anxious bench, 
retarded its progress and wasted the public 
time and money. 

Business, and the country, are due now 
for a good rest, a fine chance for recupera- 
tion. Of course, congress will have to enact 
some emergency laws touching the Huro- 
pean situation. But crises growing out of 
the latter can safely be left to the president 
and to his authority to call a special session. 

The supply bills can be disposed of with 
comparative ease, provided the pork-hunters 
do not get importunate. The other routine 
features of the regular short session can be 
handled in jig time. After that, adjourn- 
ment and a long rest. 

As matters now stand, the democratic 
party is in as good a strategic position be- 
fore the country as could under the circum- 
stances be expected. It will. be very easy 
to disturb that situation by further radical 
legislation, or by a protracted session that 
tries the patience of a wearied people. 


WARS AND NICOTINE. 


The Boston Post reports the result of 
several experiments that the Swissigovern- 
ment has been making as to the effects 
of tobacco on its army, and the verdict is 
all for tobacco. Sinee one of the most 
clamorous oalis from the firing line in the 
western and eastern theaters of the Euro- 
pean war is for tobacco, the findings of the 
Swiss investigators carry fresh interest. 

It is said that the Swiss soldier who 
smoked displayed much greater endurance 
than the non-smoker. He had a finer cheer- 
fulness, and took the inevitable hardships 
even of peaceful mobilization with more 
philosophy than the total abstainer. 

Similar stories have come from Furope 
and Poland. Men have gone into battle 
with a cigarette between their lips, if a 
cigarette was available. In moments of 
relaxation, the cigarette, or the friendly 
pipe, carried solace and forgetfulness for 
past and present miseries. Irvin Cobb tells 
it of the Germans marching through Bel- 
gium that nearly every private carried a 
huge cigar in his mouth. The attempt to 
keep the army supplied with cigars, or their 
equivalent, was, he said, almost as strenuous 
as the effort to keep the commissary going. 

All this is easily understandable—by the 
smoker. In times of peace, in the heart 
of tense civilization, in the club, the office, 
even the prison, tobacco has proved a first 
aid to the ruffled feelings of many a man. 
It has soothed “grouches,” induced a more 
cheerful frame of mind, inspired resignation, 
and, with some men, encouraged mental 


concentration. 


If that is true when life runs along its 
normal channel, how much more intensely 
does the reasoning apply when bullets fly, 
shrapnel burst, life is always at hazard and 
the tension is indescribable. 

Of course, our friends who are opposed 
to tobacco in any form and under whatever 
condition, will have their innings. We will 
not undertake to pose as umpire in the mat- 
ter. We cheerfully leave it to our readers, 
and—to the men fighting and dying over 
yonder in the trenches in Europe. 


WATER POLLUTION. 


in his annual report Surgeon General 
Rupert Blue, of the public health service, 
declares that the pollution of water on the 
great lakes must cost thousands of lives 
each year. The great fleets of passenger 
steamers traversing these bodies of water 
are not overcareful in disposing of their 
garbage, and in securing their supplies of 
drinking water. That is one source of dis- 
ease. Another is the incalculable number of 
germs spread among the rivers tributary to 
the great lakes through the rural regions. 

Water and soil pollution is one of the 
decidedly prolific sources of contagion in 
every part of this country. Federal and 
state health agencies, and medical associa- 
tions, have directed a systematic campaign 
of education, and stringent laws have been 
passed in many instances. Headway has 
been made, but much work has yet to be 
done. . 

It is probable that soil pollution in the 
south alone has cost this section hundreds 
of thousands of lives, indirectly, and mil- 
lions of dollars, in slowed-down production 
from the hook worm. For soil pollution is 
the one source of hook worm, and hook 
worm runs tuberculosis a close second as a 
decimater, if, indeed, it does not rank 
with it. 

The two cures are laws and education, 
education preferably, since people uncon- 
vinced may evade laws, but will give heed 
when their convictions speak. Here is a 
field for fruitful endeavor for all the health 
agencies in America.

AS COMPARED WITH TEXAS, 


(J. L. Hicks, in The Waco Times-Herald.) 

Perhaps a majority of the American 
people haven’t bothered their brains much 
about the eastern hemisphere until recently, 
and consequently havé nebulous ideas as to 
the relative sizes of the different countries 
over there. We ali have a pretty fair idea 
of how big Texas is, and by taking Texas 
as @ measure of greatness we can more 
easily size wp the areas of the Huropean 
nations. 

In the matter of territory, Texas is larger 
than any one of the nations of Europe, Rus- 
sia excepted. 

Counting Texas as 100 in point of area, 
Austria-Hungary is 91; Germany, 79; France, 
77; Spain, 74; Italy, 43; Belgium, 4. 

Pick out'a group of ten central Texas 
counties and you have a country about the 
size of Belgium. 

Of all the territory of Europe, Russia 
comprises a little more than one-half. This 
ts exclusive of her territory in Asia, which 
of itself is about three times as large as 
the territory over which she holds sway in 
Europe. 

Of course, population, neutral and indus- 
trial resources, military and naval strength, 
etc., are not to “be measured with the sur- 
veyor’s chain. ' 


A GOOD WORD FOR “NEWSPAPER ENG- 
LISH.”

it is refreshing to hear a good word said 
in academic circles for what is termed 
“newspaper English,” meaning the terse, 
trenchant style in which the best journalists 
are in the habit of expressing themselves. 
Professor F. W. Beckman, a well-known ed- 
ucator, says that, with all its faults, he be- 
lieves the news style is the most efficient 
style of this modern day of presenting in- 
formation through the written word. 

It has been hammered out in the heat and 
stress of newspaper work to meet the de- 
mands of the millions for something to com- 
pel their attention, interest them and give 
them information in the quickest, clearest 
way possible. 

The most successful stories are those told 
in the fewest words. The old-fashioned 
flowing periods, which produced verbal mel- 
ody instead of recording facts, have lost 
their charm for novel readers, whose eager 
brains are anxious to absorb the tale rather 
than linger over “fine writing.”

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Among the other benefits or opportuni- 
ties which the Buropean war has created 
for the United States is that which id now 
opening for the develepment of certain natu- 
ral resources which have hitherto been neg- 
lected. In in@ustrial circles the presumption 
is strong that science will show how to 
manufacture dyestuffs, which hitherto have 
been imported from Germany, We possess 
all the raw material necessary for this prod- 
vet, and ‘it is spoken of as a fine object les- 
son which Edison taught when, recently, 
having been deprived by the war of an in- 

edient of which he made large use in his 
manufacturing plant, he worked out a for- 
mula which now enables him to produce in 
his own plant—or did before it was burned— 
an ample supply of this material. 

Untfl the war in Europe began, the United 
States was in great measure dependent wpon 
Germany for magnesite, a mineral which is 


used in many industries. It cost the United 


States about $30 a ton before war made 
imports of it impossible. The price ran up 
to $105 a ton and very little of it could be 
procured even at that prohibitive fisure. It 
was known, however, that in California there 
Were practically inexhaustible deposits of 
this mineral, and the fortunate opening of 
the Panama canal to navigation shortly be- 
fore the European war began made it possi- 
ble to transport this mineral from California 
to the eastern coast of the United States at 
emall cost. The result is that within a few 
days capital has undertaken to develop these 
California mines and upon such large lines 
that hereafter we shall be spared the necee- 
sity of importing this mineral. 

Curiously enough, just as this capital was 
perfecting its plans, information came from 
England that it is the purpose to forbid the 
export of magnesite from Great Britain. An 
embargo will probably be put upon the ex- 
port of the article. The chief reason for 
this disposition of Great Britain to prevent 
the export of magnesite in undoubtedly the 
fact that science has shown the way to 
utilize the mineral in the manufacture of a 
commodity which, for some purposes, will 
take the place of aluminum. Science de- 
clares that the product will have a tensile 
strength three times that of aluminum, while 
it will be considerably lighter. It will. 
therefore, be especially available for airships 
of all kinds and apparently in the construc- 
tion of airships of the biplane or monoplane 
type England expects to be diligently occu- 
pied for some years. 

Half a Billion in Value. 

There is a connection on relation which is 
not remote between two announcements 
which were made on the same day the latter 
part of last week. One is the semi-authori- 
tative report from London that it is now 
realized by the bankers of that city that the 
need of any artificial arrangements between 
the United States and Great Britain of a 
financial character is ended. This proposed 
agreement was the special and official mis- 
sion which was intrusted to Sir George 
Paish early in October which had for its 
purpose conferences with the administration 
at Washington and with American bankers, 
to the end that some highly artificial inter- 
national financing be arranged so that the 
strain of the financial relations between thie 
United States and London could be relieved. 

There is no longer any occasion for con- 
ferences or arrangement. Presumably, how- 
ever, this understanding does not affeet the 
plan whereby considerable credits may be 
established in London and in Paris in favor 
of the United States. Every year, however. 
there are considerable credits thus estab- 
lished, although of them the public has had 
little knowledge. 

The movement of American commodities 
across the sea has been so large and seeme 
sso likely to.continue for a long time, that 
the normal resources and methods of trade 
will take care of our international financia! 
relations. Of course, had there been on the 
statute books laws of the kind which are 
urged by two or three members of congress, 
prohibiting the sale of commodities to bdel- 
ligerents, we should not have recovered our 
financial strength and probably at this time 


. would find ourselves in a desperate situation. 


International Agreement Unnecessary. 

The authorities at Washington. announced, 
on the same day of the report from London, 
that no international agreement was neces- 
sary, that the estimate made by the depart- 
ment of agriculture of the money valve o1 
the chief agricultura] products which were 
harvested last summer and fall fixes the sum 
a little under $5,000,000,000. That is about 
one-half the estimate of the total value of 
all our agricultural products harvested in 
the summer and fall of 1914, including, of 
course, lumber. Were it possible to report 
that the cotton harvest this year would be 
marketed at the average price received in 
recent years for raw cotton, then the money 
value of these fourteen crops would be con- 
siderably in excess of $5,000,000,000. Many 
times reports have come to this city from 
the mid-west, and even the remote west. 
that tell of an earlier revival of business 
prosperity in those grain-producing re- 
gions than in other parts of the coun- 
try. The official estimate furnished a suffi- 
cient reason, for when it is known that wheat 
alone will yield nearly $900,000,000 this year 
and that corn will yield $1,700,000.000 in 
money then there is good explanation for 
the relative prosperity which exists in the 
grain-growing sections These stupendous 
harvests and the unusual demand that comes 
from across the sea for food products and 
for early shipments of them in great amounts 
explain, in part, at least, why the London 
bankers tnformed Sir George Paish and why 
he has informed-his friends in the United 
States that there is no longer any neces- 
sity for artificial international financia! 
agreement. 

An Incident of the War. 

It is not because the principle on whiok 
the so-called profit-sharing policy of the 
United States Steel corporation has been 
built is now recognized as a failure that the 
corporation finds it expedient to pass over 
this kind of profit-sharing in the vear 1914. 
This action is In great measure due to the 
effect of the European war. Unquestionably 
profit-sharing will be resumed as soon as 
fairly normal conditions set in, very likely 
next year. Ten years of thorough test have 
demonstrated that this corporation has at 
last discovered the sound economic principle 
of profit-sharing, as it is called. Today not 
far from 40 per cent of the stock of this 
corporation is in the ownership of its em- 
ployees. Last year, 46,000 of these stock- 
holding employees bought, in round num- 
bers, 85,000 shares, approximately an aver- 
age of two shares to an employee, and every 
one of these purchasers felt that he was not 
receiving a gratuity, but was enabled by the 
methods adopted by the corporation to, buy 
and pay for, substantially out of his earn- 
ings, stock of the corporation. Instead of 
putting his yearly accumulations in the savy- 
ings bank, he Invested a part of these say- 
ings in the stock of the corporation. At the 
rate of increase in holdings these skilled 
artisans and others employed by ¢he corpora- 
tion should within a few years possess more 
than 6 per cent of its stock. That illus- 
trates a principle which the late Abraham 5S. 
Hewitt, formerly mayor of New York and 
himself a large employer of labor, believed 
would ultimately be widely adopted and 
would lead to full co-operation between labor 
and those who paid wages, removing, an- 
tagonism.

One by one various other department 
heads clashed with the chief executive 
of the city. The tax assessors—Messrs. 
Malone, Harrison and Meador—have not 
been on the friendliest terms with the 
mayor. In the recent city primary 
Mayor Woodward practically forced 
John Holliday to resign his place in the 
tax office, and recently the mayor 
fought the aseessors to a standstill on 
appointments they proposed in the tax 
office. 

From time to time Chief R. M. Clay- 
ton and ‘Mayor Woodward have locked 
horns. The first enmity cropped out 
when the mayor attacked the sewage 
disposal plants and the policy of Chiei 
Clayton in following the advice of Ru- 
dolph Herring, the New York engineer, 
who has acted in a consulting capacity 
with the city’s engineering department. 
Recently, Mayor Woodward opposed 
the creation of the place of consulting 
engineer which friends of Captain Clay- 
ton attempted to put through council, 
with a salary of $3,000 a year attached. 
The mayor declared that his fight was 
against the city paying Captain Clay- 
ton more than $100 a month after he 
retires. 

Fights Salary Raises. 

Mayor Woodward kept in training 
during the year by engaging in com- 
bat with Superintendent Lanford, of 
the city stockade, whom he attempted 
to oust from his job. He fought the 
proposed salary raise of City islectri- 
cian Turner, and has vetoed. the raise 
in the salary of City Marshal James M. 
The mayor offered battle to 
School Superintendent W. M. Slaton 
when the superintendent exposed school 
conditions which did not reflect credit 
on the city government, but since that 
time the mayor has succeeded in keep- 
ing a gag on the school department. 

The mayor's position was that any 
suggestions of needed changes should 
be made to the administration, thus 
avoiding muchof the publicity result- 
ing from criticisms of conditions ex- 
pressed in interviews articles by 
heads of departments.

The mayor 
told the city attorney that he wasn't 
worth a continental penny to the city.

didn’t care anything about the mayor's 
opinion. 

Likes Some Departments. 

There are atill a few departments of 
the city government which enjoy the 
good graces of the mayor, or, in the 
vernacular of Marietta and Decatur 
streets—are in strong with the mayor. 
They are the water department, comp- 
troller’s department, park department, 
city clerk’s office, city warden, building 
and license inspectors. 

he water board, board of Grady 
trustees and the Carnegie library 
boards are at peace with the mayor. 

There is likely to be more peace in 
council next vear than in the past two 
years. Alderman Nutting will retire 
from council and so will Alderman 
Candler. Both have frequently locked 
horns with the mayor. Alderman Al- 
bert Thomson remains in council, and 
as there is not the slightest chance of 
a truce between the mayor and the 
fourth ward alderman, it is a safe bet 
that they will be ready to enter the 
ring at the slightest notice.

GREAT WAR TO ENGLAND

The war has finally ‘been brought 
home to Englishmen in the same sense 
in which it has been brought home to 
other combatants. 

For the first time in centuries, Eng- 
lish blood has been shed in BPngland 
by a foreign foe, and even though that 
blood was the blood of non-combatants, 
the moral effect is the same. The 
greatest navy the world has ever 
known proved itself unable to keep in- 
ferior ships of an inferior sea power 
from raining shells upon unprotected 
cities along the coast of the North sea. 

‘or the time being, this must 
be most humiliating to British pride. 
Zeppelin attacks have long been ex- 
pected and prepared for. There has 
been endless discussion of a German 
raid upon the English coast, but it may 
be doubted if many Englishmen ever 
believed that such a raid would be pos- 
Sible while the British navy was afloat 
and in nominal command of the sea. 

German naval audacity surpassed it- 
self in this attack, which will go far 
toward consoling the German people 
for the destruction of their Pacific fleet 
in the battle off the Falkland islands. 
Whether any definite military advan- 
tage comes out of it to Germany is an- 
other matter. 

Although the British admiralty will 
be sweepingly censured by indignant 
Iinglishmen for permitting any attack 
upon the coast towns, the government 
itself will find compensating advan- 
tages for yesterday’s grim surprise.

The 
arrows which allied aviators are using 
over the battlefields are:-in two parts, 
a head and a short flanged shaft. The 
head measures abouttwoand a quarter 
inches, and the total length of the ar- 
row is four and a half inches. Both 
the head and the shaft are of steel, the 
flange being formed of two flat pieces 
of metal set at right angles, the ends 
of the four flanges thus produced be “+ 
ing set into the steel head. The di- 
ameter of the head is about 6-16 of an 
inch, tapering to a fine point, and the! 
whole weight is about 21 grams. 

A German doctor gave the 
description of the use and effect of the} 
allies’ arrows at a meeting of the Stutt- 
gart Medical society: 

“Three companies of German soldiers’ 
were resting when two aeroplanes cir-| 
cled overhead at a height of about! 
1,200 meters. Suddenly one of the sol-| 
diers felt a sharp stabbing pain in his} 
right foot and thought one of his fel-! 
low soldiers had inadvertently pricked | 
it: but the illusion was soon dispelled 
when he heard cries of pain all about;

HUERTA, EX-DICTATOR OF 
MEXICO, LIVING IN SPAIN 


(Barcelona Correspondence of the As- 

sociated Press.) 

General Don Victoriano Huerta, once 
dictator of Mexico, today lives quietly 
in @ little dwelling half an hour’s 
drive from the center of Barcelona. His 
surroundings are not those of a man 
of wealth, and he explains that he has 
barely enough money to Keep his fam- 
ily in comfort. He moves about quiet- 
jy and without ostentation in any form. 
Every afternoon he may be found in 
a prominent cafe, drinking with some 
of his trusted lieutenants and talking 
quietly, but he never is in the spot- 
light. 

His physicians have advised him to 
g0 to America, but he refused to heed 
their advice. Spanish society has not 
extended him welcoming hands, due, 
he says, to foreign influences, but he 
likes the climate of Barcelona, so he 
+ an remain and educate his eight chil- 

ren. 

The general's house is in a small 
garden and there are other similar lit- 
tle homes on all sides. Wihen the cor- 
respondent called by, appointment to 
talk with the general, the front door 
of the house was wide open. One of 
several men planting palm trees—small 
and poor trees with which it seemed 
the tenants wished to recall tropical 
vegetation—remarked that there was 
no servant to open the door. A ring 
would bring someone. 

A young man who turned out to be 
one of the general's aids, answered. 
The reception room was a tiny one and 
all the furniture appeared to be of the 
simplest and cheapest’ kind. Four 
rooms to be seen from the hall were 
quite empty. One of the general’s 
daughters came and took several chairs} 
from the reception room for the dining 
room table. The general is stouter 
than formerly and wore a new over- 
coat with the collar turned up, as he 
seemed cold. His health, however, ap- 
peared perfect. 

Later he was found in a corner of a 
cafe, surrounded by ten or twelve men. 
On the table were water glasses half 
filled with cognac. The entire party 
went into a ack room “for greater 
privacy. The general ordered more 
cognac. It was slow in coming, and 
he was impatient. Genera) uareZz, 
General Huerta, who is no kinsman of 
the former dictator, and Colonel Chaves 
were among the six generals and three 
colonels of the party. They were all 
young men. They were extremely 
deferential. When Huerta took a cigar 
from his pocket two or three of them 
lit matches and held them toward him. 
Two of Genera] Huerta’s sons were 
also there. 

“What is your opinion of the Mexi- 
can situation?” the former dictator 
was asked. 

“A letter just received by one of my 
aides describes the situation,” he re- 
plied. “There is neither order nor au- 
thority. I would have restored calm to 
the country had it not been for the in- 
tervention of the United States. Ban- 
dits have taken possession of my prop- 
erty, that is of my wife's, for I have 
nothing.” 

“Are you acquainted with General 
Gutierrez?’ 

“No, I have never seen him. All I 
know of him is that he was formerly 
a miner, and that he had in Mexico 
City a rather unpretentious supply 
store. I know that he has succeeded 
in bribing the assembly and that they 
named him. provisional president. He 
will probably last just seventy days. 
I do not know anything of his personal! 
abilities. Since he has been in com- 
mand, rascals keep on getting hold of 
the money and have made themselves 
masters of the situation.” 

“Why did you choose Spain as your 
residence?’

Helped by Rate Decision 


‘Holidays and Cold Weath- 


er Have Improved Retail, 
Says Bradstreet. 


Bradstreet’s report says: 

Trade currents run along irregular 
lines. On the other hand, retail trade 
has been helped by two factors, holi- 
day buying and cold weather, but in 
the larger lines the immediate situa- 
tion is quiet, reflecting preinventory 
conditions, plus seasonal slowing 
down in industrial pursuits. At the 
same time optimism as to the future 
is in evidence, thanks to lower rates 
for. money, improvement in financial 
markets and the rendering of a de- 
cision in the eastern railway freight 


rate case. : 
Incidentally, buying of finished 
steel, as well as of cotton goods for 
future delivery, has expanded some- 
what, quotations being sufficiently 
attractive to induce business. As al- 
ready indicated, cold weather has 
quickened retail trade, thus giving 
rise to a little better demand from 
jobbers for filling-ir purposes, but 
holiday distribution, while probably 
up to moderately keyed anticipations, 
is below that of other years, and there 
is a marked disposition to buy staple 
articles rather than luxuries. In fact, 
most markets note that the buying 
public displays a preference for low- 
priced goods, this manifestation being 
obviously due to lack of work. 


Trade Good in West. 


Exceptions to the general rule are 
furnished by cereal producing sév- 
tions, which have been favored by 
high prices for wheat and oate, in 
consequence of which, funds at in- 
terior centers are available, and, 
therefore, trade at some northwestern 
and western distributing points, as 
well as in the interior, has increased. 
But even in the more favorably cir- 
cumstanced regions it is evident that 
purse strings have been _ tightened. 
Mail order houses are gg a record 
business in holiday goods. One of the 
most favorable features gleaned from 
current reports is that, while un- 
seasonable weather has heretofore 
militated against movements of sea- 
sonable faibrics, dealers -are ready to 
concede that trade is likely to steadi- 
ly increase if cold weather contin- 
ues. Nowhere are stocks unduly large, 
conservative buying having been 
practiced for so long a time ast, 
while banks have exercised consider- 
able care in discouraging anything 
like speculation. Railway ar 
continue irregular, passenger traffic 
is light, but western freight loadings 
display an increase. Exports of 
cereals and war supplies .continue 
heavy and those of cotton are grow- 
ing, but in other respects shipments 
oversea are not up to paststandards. 
Coal of domestic use is in better de- 
mand, but steam grades are _ slow. 
Shoe factories are operating below 
normal, except where hurry. orders 
for warring nations require activity, 
yet .current distribution has been 
stimulated bv cold weather. Leather 
is firm, but domestic business is light, 
though foreign demand is active, and 
prospects are taken to presage fur- 
ther activity in the latter respect. 
Lumber is quiet. Collections, except 
from southern points, where cotton is 
being held for higher prices, exhibit 
some improvement. 

Cotton Moves Up. 


Cotton has moved quite steadily up- 
ward this week, showing hesitation 
only on one day, and that Tuesday, 
when a little realizing succeeded the 
short covering of Saturday and Mon- 
day. The large government estimate 
of crop last Friday set the low level 
point on December and January reach- 
ed since the market reopened, but the 
rebound was quick, and Thursday’s 
market was strong on the largest sin- 
gle day's export total made in many 
months. The net rise from Friday to 
Thursday was from 383 points on De- 
cember to 39 points on ay, but spots 
only advanced 15 points on the week.

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Greater Activity Shown by 
Cotton and Steel,. 
Reports Dun. 


Dun’s report says: 

The inwproving tendencies in trade 
become more distinct and general and 
the favorable decision of the interstate 
commerce commission in granting, with 
a few exceptions, the application of the 
eastern railroads for a 5 per cent in- 
crease in freight rates is a constructive 
development of much importance. Con- 
fidence is also strengthened by more 
liberal credits, the cheapness of money 
for short terms, better conditions and 
still more by the progress of financial 
recuperation. The opening of the stock 
exchange to stock dealings proved so 
successful that al restrictions were re- 
moved, except that of minimum prices, 
which was‘not required so far as there 
was any evidence of extensive lquida- 
tion. So favorable has been the turn 
of affairs that negotiations recently 
conducted here by representatives of 
the English exchequer have been aban- 
doned, the re-established balance of 
trade in favor of this country render- 
ing extraordinary expedients unneces- 
sary. 

Heavy Exports Continue. 

The heavy export movement con- 
tinues, shipments of merchandise from 
New York during the latest week of 
December being nearly $8,000,000 
larger than last vear, while the na- 
tion’s favorable trade balance in No- 
vember was $79,299,417. Railroad gross 
earnings for the first week in Decem- 
ber declined 10.4 per cent, and in spite 
of extensive economics the companies 
are incapable of making needed pur- 
chases and extensions. Trade continues 
best in the west, where agricultural 
conditions are most favorable, but in 
the south, where the big cotton crop is 
being sold at low prices, the move- 
ment continues greatly restricted. in 
the east the improvement is slow as 
far as domestic distribution concerned, 
except that the colder weather is help- 
ing retail distribution. Wholesale job- 


bing business is gaining in volume, 
especially in cotton goods, although 
to a considerable extent ‘this {s due to 
price concessions. The retail demand 
for shoes is helped by lower tempera- 
tures, but general conditions in the 
trade are backward. In the iron and 
steel industry the reduced prices have 
finally resulted in an increased demand, 
but the movement is very irregular 
and slow. The glass trade is looking 
for domestic expansion and has been 
helped by the war. The tobacco crop, 
marketed at good prices, has benefited 
the sections that most depend uponé@it. 
Building operations in practically all 
parts of the country are quiet, and 
lumber, structural materials and other 
supplies are only in moderate request. 
Activity in Steel. 

Operative capacity in iron and steel 
has increased moderately, and though 
the revival has not as yet extended to 
all lines, steel products generally are 
more active. The price situation, while 
firmer, on the whole, is irregular ana 
concessions on sheets and tin plates 
continue, competition in the former be- 
ing keener. I‘avorable developments 
include a new and urgent inquiry for 
barb wire, which is wanted in consid- 
erable quantity for shipment abroad, 
while the foreign demand in some oth- 
er directions is also broader. There is 
a more promising outlook in structural 
material, but business was at the lowest 
rate of the year last month and fabri- 
cating prices have not improved. The 
general run of structural shapes and 
steel bars rule at $1.19, yet plates are 
still dull and probably could be ob- 
tained at $1.06. Fairly substantial ton- 
nages of both billets and sheet bars 
are being negotiated and moderate ac- 
tivity is developing in railroad equip- 
ment. Better conditions prevail in 
oe metal than for months, but the 
pig’ iron markets are decidely quieter 
following the recent expansion in de- 
mand. 

Price reductions on many domestic 
cotton goods have stimulated trade in 
the primary markets. Operations in 
staple colored lines for the next dis- 
tributing season have broadened, fol- 
lowing the announcement by leading 
eastern dress gingham mills that quo- 
tations for spring would not be 
changed, owing to the scarcity and high 
position of dyestuffs. Both jobbers and 
retailers report better conditions, ana 
it is believed that the progress made 
will be maintained. Orders on fine and 
fancy cottons, though still small, are 
increasing in number, while some lines 
of hosiery and underwear are selling 
for the fall of 1915. Curtailment of 
production, however, continues in sev- 
eral directions, and, as a whole, future 
wants are not being anticipated freely.

Generous Tribute to Memory 


Of Late Senator A. O. Bacon 


Two Facts in. His Life That 


Will Be Preserved in His- 
tory Dwelt on in Speeches. 
Odd Tribute by Senator 
Tillman. 


By John Corrigan, Jr. 

Washington, December 20.-——-(Spe- 
cial.)\—Two facts in the life of the 
late Senator Augustus O. Bacon, of 
Georgia, which should and will be 
preserved to history were dwelt upon 
in the speeches of his colleagues at 
the memorial services held last 
Thursday in the senate. 

One was Senator Bacon’s determin- 
ed and spirited opposition to the re- 
tention of the Philippines, and the 
other the fact that he was the first 
senator of the United States to be 
chosen by direct vote of the people. 
Both facts are related to events which 
may profoundly affect the life of this 
nation. 

The Philippine Controversy. 

The great controversy between the 
imperialists, or those who favored re- 
tention of the Philippines, and the 
anti-imperialists, or those who op- 
posed retention, will long. be remem- 
bered. There is now pending in con- 
gress a bill which will probably be 
enacted soon giving a large measure 
of local self-zovernment to the 
Philippine islands, although the 
United States will continue to play 
the role of “big brother.” 

Senator Bacon immediately after 
the Spanish-American war sought to 
have this country declare its intention 
‘not permanently to § retain’ the 
islands, but to give the people there- 
of their liberty.” His resolution fail- 
ed because the vice president, to 
break a tie, voted against it. 

So far as the popular election of 
senators goes, the effect of that de- 
parture upon the public-service is yet 
to be established. It changes some- 
what the relation of,senators to the 
states they represent. It may result 
in advancing the interests of more 
politicians at the expense of men bet- 
ter equipped and of greater abilities, 
but less calculated to appeal to the 
masses of the people. 

Senators no longer represent the 
sovereignty of a state, but more di- 
rectly the people of the state. 

The speeches delivered in eulogy of 
Senator Bacon differed fromthe 
commonplaces spoken in congress of 
new men or those who have left a 
less indelible impress upon their co- 
workers. ‘ 

Lodge on Tragedy of Growing Old. 

Senator Lodge, for instance, spoke 
of the tragedy of growing old. | 

“One of the severest penalties of 
advancing years,” he said, “is found 
in the loss of old friends, of those 
with whom we have lived, which ac- 
companies the passing of the 


“Daughters of Time, the hypocritic 
days.’ 


“That these words which Ihave just 
spoken are both a commonplace and 
a truism only adds to their sadness. 
But the inevitable partings with 
friends brought by the athering 
years are accentuated when the 
separation occurs between those en- 
gaged in a common labor or service. 
At every turn of the well-trodden 
path we look in vain for a famillar 
figure, and each incident of the ‘day's 
work whispers that there is a vacant 
space by our side which never again 
can be filled. The oncoming ranks 
press forward, but they are not the 
¢ame, and the gap made in the lives 
of those who survive does not close.

Mr. Tillman’s favorite form of ad- 
dress was “My,Lord Bacon,” while the 
Georgian saluted his younger colleague 
as “the old man.” 

In the death of Bacon, Senator Till- 
man said Georgia lost a great man, 
and he explained that he used the word 
advisedly. ‘All men who become sen- 
ators do not thereby become great,” he 
asserted. 

‘He had a characteristic which made 
our association appear sometimes in- 
congruous. His frame of mind was 
eminently judicial, and he objected 
strenuously to any interruption; could 
not tolerate it, in fact. Indeed, no two 
men in the senate were more different 
in temperament. He was calm and 
pacific at all times. I am impetuous 


(and frank, and my strongest and most 


marked characteristic is perhaps pug- 
nacity. Our friendship must have been 
due to the law which has been formu. 
lated thus: Men like their opposites, 
and not those who ‘have the same 
foibles and feelings they themselves 
have. 
Diplomatic or Nothing. 


‘He was diplomatic or nothimg, and 
no one ever even suspected me of hav- 
ing any feeling of that kind. I would 
frequently ask this opinion on a law 
point on some matter before the sen. 
ate or in the newspapers, and when he 
started to tell me I would see the 
attempting to elucidate 
before he got to it, and would interrupt 
with some word showing I did not need 
further explanation. He always re- 
sented this very much, saying, ‘You 
will not let a man tell you anything 
before you interrupt.’ 

“Senator Bacon was always at his 
best in arguing a constitutional ques-

Mr. Zimmerman was a veteran of 
the civil war and a thirty-second de- 
gree Mason and a member of the Lov- 
al Legion. He was born in Vicks- 
burg, Miss., in 1845, but was a resi- 
dent of Cincinnati when the war broke 
out and served on union gunboats in 
the Ohio and Mississippi rivers, final- 
ly reaching the rank of commander. 

After the war he engaged in rail- 
road construction work and became a 
leading constructing engineer. His 
fortune is estimated in tke millions. 
His only child, Helena, married the 
Duke of Manchester in 1900.

New York, December 20.—Otto H. 
Kahn, prominently identified with the 
movement to promote grand opera in 
England through the medium of the 
Century Opera company, has resigned 
as a director of the company, it was 
announced tonight.

GEORGIANS OPPOSE 


PROR! AMENDMENT 


Base Opposition on Ground 

of States’ Rights—Adam- 
son Objects to Turning 
Over Georgia’s Morals to 
Federal Government.

Washington, December 20.—(Spe- 
cial.)—For the first time in American 
history a vote will be taken in con- 
gress on national prohibition next 
Tuesday. The Hobson resolution to 
amend the constitution so as to pre- 
vent the sale and manufacture for 
sale of liquor throughout this coun- 


-try will get a big vote in the house. 


The general impression is that it will 
get a majority, but not a two-thirds 
majority. 

The Georgia delegation will vote 
against the resolution on the ground 
of state’s rights. This was also the 
position taken by Senator Hardwick, 
who was a member of the house rules 
committee that passed the special 
rule forcing the issue to a vote at 
this time. 

Adamson on Prohibition. 

“I don’t want to commend the 
morals of my people to the keeping 
of the federal gover ent,”’ said 
Representative William C., Adamson 
in discussing the matter. 

“The unusual situation 
of the fighting being forced 
opponents of the proposition. 
months it has been Known that the 
opponents of prohibition, having 
counted noses, have learned that the 
resolution could be defeated, and have 
since insistently and earnestly urged 
consideration of the resolution and a 
rule to compel its consideration. It is 
to be regretted that the friends of 
prohibition, the real enemies of the 
barroom, have fallen victim to the 
wiles of politicians and under un- 
wise, radical and reckless leadership 
have allowed an untenable battle 
oss to be selected, whereon their 
hosts may be slaughtered by defeat in 
a righteous cause, when the battle 
could have teen won if more wisdom 
had directeé the zeal and piety of the 
really honest, sober and meritorious 
contestants. 

“Of a piece with this folly is the 
zeal which seeks to force upon the 
question of lady suffrage the cen- 
tralized jurisdiction of the federal 
government. The leaders in thesetwo 
causes either do not understand or do 
not regard the basic principles of this 
government, on which, more than 
anything else under the sun, depend 
the cause of civilization, the preser- 
vation of liberty, and the security of 
morals, temperance, manhood and vir- 
tue. The federal government was 
never designed as a moral agency, 
nor was it ever intended to exercise 
the local police functions nor inter- 
fere with the question of suffrage. 


Genuine Prohibitionist. 


“So far as prohibition is concerned, 
I admit that the power of regulation 
exists, that congress has power to 
prohibit, but it is neither wise nor 

ractical. IT am a genuine proht- 

itionist. 

“T have long realized what the busi- 
ness sense of the country is rapidly 
coming to recognize, that a sober man 
is more valuable in business than a 
drunk one; and what most people are 
coming to realize, that a sober man 
can have more fun than a drunk man. 
Business enterprise and intelligence 
have been the instruments in the 
hands of Providence to work the great 
reformation in the last fifty years, 
which has advanced sobriety and pro- 
moted intelligence and prosperity in 
80 many states of our union. I have 
probably voted against barrooms 
oftener than any preacher in the land 
or any other man, perhaps a score of 
times, and expect to keep it up until 
I die, for I honestly believe that every 
man needs to exercise all the brains 
God has given him, and that it is a 
crime against himself and society to 
stupefy and becloud his intellect with 
liquor as a beverage. 

“The common sense of mankind 
educated by experience and observa- 
tion has produced a new proverb or 
beatitude, ‘Blessed is the man who

“The good, old doctrine of pro- |
